that we over-simplify. In fact, 
the ‘‘no easy answer” theory has 
become so prevalent that it in it- 
self further complicates certain 
problems and is now commonly 
used as an alibi in Meu of an 
answer, 

WE MAINTAIN that most prob- 
lems have simple answers if we 
first; decide what our convictions 
really are; if we first decide what 
our basic beliefs and philosophies 
are. Arriving at these basic be- 
liefs and philosophies may not be 
easy, but once having arrived, then 
their application to problems at 
hand opens a path through the 
maze of the “no easy answer’ the- 
“ory into the realm of what we're 
looking for — namely answers. 

TAKE, FOR instance, the cur- 
rent Delano trouble and the activ- 
ities of organized labor, tarmers, 
the church, and the Migrant min- 
istry. But first, let’s look at some 
simple, one-sentence ideas that we 
believe to be true since we believe 
in individual rights and the basic 
system of American government. 

IT SHOULD be the right of a 
farmer, or of an agricultural work- 
er, to join or not join an organiz- 
ation. 

THE DECISION to join ox not 
to join should be reached not on a 
basis of coercion, but on «a basis of 
what the organization has to of- 
fer, what it has to sell in the way 
of a program. 

A MAN should not be required 
to join any group in order to hold 
a job. 

A MAN should be able to har- 
vest his crops, and a man should 
be able to work in the harvest, 
without being molested by a group 
or by any individual. 

THE GHURCH should confine 
its missionary activities to the 
spreading of the Christian faith. 
and dispense Christian charity as 
needs become apparent. 

THE CHURCH has no business 
aligning itself with any political 
force, any labor force, any farm- 
er force, for instance with the Re- 
publicans, the Democrats, the AFL- 


CIO, the Farm Bureau, the Grange, 
or the Farmers’ Union. 
EACH OF these groups — any

its organization to prospective 


to coerce anyone into recognizing 
their particular organization. 

THE APPROACH of reason and 
logic are basic in the American 
system. 

THE APPROACH of coercion, 
threats, violence, secondary boy- 
cotts, and the like, are foreign to 
the basic American way. 

HAVING ESTABLISHED these 
ideas in our own basic thinking, 
we have no trouble arriving at 
simple answers to a situation such 
as Delano now has and Porterville 
will likely have—answers to prob- 
lems that some say have no easy 
answers, then accept that as an an- 
swer. 

WE HAVE no trouble conclud- 
ing that the church as such should 
get out of the labor organizing 
business; that the community 
church should refuse to lend its 
name and its financial support to 
higher-level church organizations 
that spongor labor agitation; that 
people of the grass roots church 
congregation should look at the 
personal problems of individuals 
in their own community, then go 
to work on these problems them- 
selves; go to work with their own 
hands on their own time to bring 
Christian help to individuals who 
need help. 

WE HAVE no problem conclud- 
ing that labor unions should sell 
their own product, specifically 
membership, on a basis of its mer- 
its rather than on a basis of 
strikes, boycotts, and hate propa- 
ganda. We deplore the political 
favoritism that makes it possible 
for labor unions to use these tac- 
tics. 

WE HAVE no trouble deciding 
that farmers have done a mighty 
poor job in telling the true story 
of agriculture, while organized la- 
bor and the left wing establish- 
ment have done an excellent job 
of degrading the farmer image in 
metropolitan areas and are now 
capitalizing on their previous work. 

HAVING ESTABLISHED certain 
basic ideas long ago, then applied 
them to the specific case in ques- 
tion, we find further easy answers:

One of the best novels received 
this year is a Literary Guild selec- 
tion AT PLAY IN THE FIELDS 
OF THE LORD, by Peter Matthies- 
sen. In a steamy South American 
jungle two American fundamen- 
talist missionaries clash with each 
other and with the natives; a vi- 
cious commandante plans to bomb 
a primitive Indian tribe which 
stands in the way of his takeover 
of land; and two American rene- 
gades, one of them a North Amer- 
ican Indian, hold one key to the 
situation — a plane full of muni- 
tions. Thus barely stated, the book 
sounds like an adventure story, but 
it is much more than that: it is 
a picture of purgatory and hell on 
earth, a study of outcasts, and a 
searching analysis of hunanity’s 
basic weakness and strengths. A 
fine book, brilliantly and beauti- 
fully written. 

THE LOCKWOOD CONCERN, by 
John O’Hara, is a long, typically 
O’Hara novel about the making 
and the development of a Pennsy]- 
vania dynasty of powerful busi- 
nessmen who prosper because they 
are clever and ruthless. The Lock- 
wood men had one thing in com- 
mon -— they made money and 
wonlen with equal ease. The dyn- 
asty in the mid-19th century and 
is heading towards a crash ending 
in the late 1920's.
